4 This bill concerns work=related injuries suffered and
5 claims made outside of this state.
6 Code section 85.71 is amended to allow workers®
7 compensation claims to be made in this state for injuries
8 suffered by an employee while working outside the state when:
9 (1) the employer has a place of business in this state and the
10 employee regularly works at or from that place of business;
11 (2§ the employer has a place of business in this state and the
12 employee is domiciled in this state; (3) the employee is
13 working under a contract of hire made in this state and
14 sustains an injury for which no remedy is available under the
15 workers® compensation laws of another state; (4) the employee
16 is working under a contract of hire made in this state for
17 employment outside the United States; and (5) the employer has
18 a place of business in lowa, and the employee is working under
19 a contract of hire which provides that the employee®"s workers*
20 compensation claims be governed by lowa law. The bill also
21 provides that this section shall be construed to confer
22 personal jurisdiction over an employee or employer to whom the
23 section is applicable.
24 Code section 85.72 is amended to delete a provision that
25 required workers® compensation proceedings to be stayed in
26 this state pending resolution of such claims made in another
27 state or country. The bill also provides that workers®
28 compensation benefits paid in another state or country
29 constitute weekly compensation benefits for the purposes of
30 Code section 85.26, concerning limitation of actions, and Code
31 section 86.13, concerning compensation payments.
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
